THE RETORT COURTEOUS. 
That was a pertinent retort made by 
Rev. Dr. J. H. Walker at the last month's 
meeting of the Cincinnati Presbytery. 
There are two professors in Lane Semin- 
ary, who entertain and teach the views 
of Dr. Briggs touching the higher criti- 
cism of the Bible, and the majority of 
the Presbytery being of the ancient or- 
der of Calvinistic orthodox thought and 
faith, have been chafing over the situa- 
tion at the seminary. А series of con- 
demnatory resolutious were prepared, 
presented, and discussed. Dr. Walker 
was conservative, and deprecated any ac- 
tion by the l'resbytery, desiring a post- 
ponement of the subject. Some good 
brother asked tbe doctor if his position 
was "a straddle,” and his brief reply 
covered much ground, and gave occasion 
for serious thought in all progressive 
Presbyterian minds. The egotism of all 
assumed orthodoxy received a stingiug 
rebuke, clothed in a courteous spirit and 
language. As for the good doctor's 
faith that “the Lord will order the mat- 
ter so that there may bea peaceful salu- 
tion of the problem,” it is the concensus 
opinions that the Lord nas nothing to 
do with the matter, and if he had, there 
would be a waging war until the old, 
barnacled, horrible faith of Presbyterian- 
ism touching the race and its relations 
to Deity are forcibly driven from the 
churches, and the brains and hearts of 
even orthodox Presbyterians.

Dr. Walker from a city paper. To the 
charge of “straddling” he replied : 


No wir. They trust that the Lord will order 
this matter so that there may be a peaceful 
solution of the problem. I want to say to the 
Presbytery that it is not quite fair for you to 
claim that you are the deposltory of truth in 
this matter. The Presbyterian Church har 
never formulated a doctrine of inspiration, It 
is’ foolish to think of stopping discusslon on 
the question. You can not doit. The grent 
controversy of the future is to be over this 
question of inspiration.

Noble, which appears in tlie "Open 

Court" of November 26101. 

Mr. Noble's contention ів that words 
change their meaning as we learn viore 
about the things that those words repre 
sent, and that the word “matter” must 
now have a new meaning, since we have 
Jearned many new things about the 
properties and powers of matter, But 
this assertion is entirely untrue and can 
he accepted only by those wlio do not 
carefully examine the subject. 

Mr. Noble assumes that electricity, 
caloric, light, and intelligence have been 
discovered to be propertics of matter, 
and therefore that there is nothing in 
the universe but matter and its’ proper- 
ties. Hut this is simply begging the 
question—assuming the very theory jn 
dispute and ignoring the most familiar 
facts in science, which forbid such an 
assumption, 

All that Mr. Noble assumes as a qual- 
ity of matter is uot matter at all, but 
force, which is a thing absolutely distin- 
guished from matter.

can not reach further than this re-state- 

nent. to give the cause, it 
adopts a new nomenclature, with which 
to describe the phenomena and claims a 
full explanation. Nowhere else is this 
more conspicious than in the province 
of life, The mysterious force which or- 
ganizes matter into living beings is so 
obscure in its methods and reaches to 
such attenuated atomies, not only imper 

ceptible to the unassisted eye, but thus 
far escaping the powers of the micro- 
scope iu revealiug their structure that ita 
existence even has been denied anda 
class of naturalists maintain that life is 
simply a manifestation of chemical affin- 
ity parallel to that of heat or electricity. 
In tlie following passage Dr. Beals, who 
is high authority, shows how the tissues 
of the animal body are created from bi- 
oplasin, supposed to be the material out 
of which all organized matter must be 
created, Bioplasm, or protoplasm, is con- 
ceived to be a form of matter unorgan- 
ized, yet capable of entering into organic 
forms.

The explanation is that this combina- 
tion of matter produces the appearance 
called life, In other words, vitality is a 
result of a form of chemical action, the 
same as heat. Heat, light, electricity, 
vitality, whether produced by action or 
re-action of the elements, escape and 
there is no re-actionary effect on the 
substances yielding them, but vital force 
builds a structure for ita manifestations 
and pursues what can be called hy no 
other name, an intelligent course from 
the beginning in the cell, Even then 
there ія an alin and purpose, pursued 
with inflexible determination, and the 
beings of each age or degree are proph- 
ecies of the higher forms, of which they 
are unfinished sketches.

THE CARE OF BOOKS. 
Children should early be taught care 
ofabook. A very little child can un- 
derstand that a book must not be thrown 
on the floor, or bent backward, or mal- 
treated in the fifty small ways in which 
children are permitted to abuse books. 
Such habits in children are due quite as 
much to ignorance as carelessuess on 
the part of parents. Those who have no 
interest or affection for books themselves 
are not likely to expect it from their 
children. A reverence for books is part 
of the love one bears them, and people 
who have been brought up in an atmos- 
phere of books, or who spend much time 
in reading or study, will naturally bau- 
dle a book respectfully themselves, and 
insist that their children shall do like- 
wise. 

Thereis much negligence shown in 
the matter of returning borrowed books, 
and this often by persons of whom one 
would expect better things. For months 
after a book is read, it is allowed to lie 
about the house, and no especial effort 
is made to return it to its owner. That 
a book should be returned as soon as 
read, just as particularly as one would 
return a tool after using it, or a garment 
after wearing it, would appear to go 
without saying. Yet it is not always the 
case, 

And itis right to insist that our chil- 
dren shall be exact in this respect. That 
they shall, after borrowing a book, cover 
it neatly—ifit bea nicely bound one— 
treat it carefully while in their posses- 
sion, and return it promptly when fin- 
ished. This is not only simple justice 
to the owner, but such teaching will go 
far toward making a child particular 
about the property of others.—Harper's 
Bazaar.
